The question of whether cicy of 
Richmond is to collect taxes on 
the est^ite of the late Mrs. Elza- 
beth Irvine that lies inside city 
Hmits received consideration at 
the re^fuhir meeting n{ the city 
council Thursday nignt. 

City Attorney H. C. Rice 
brouf^ht up the matter, statint^ 
that Executor John \V. Crooke 
had declined to pay taxes on "Ir- 
vinton," the homestead on Lan- 
caster -avenue. His grounds are 
that under her will the proj)erty 
either goes to tlie Kentucky Med- 
ical society or the City of Rich- 
mond, and in either event it is 
non-taxable. It was said that the 
Kentucky Medical society has so 
far done nothing to assume own- 
ership of the property under the 
terms of Mrs. Irvine's will, but on 
the other hand has resisted tlie 
cit)' taking' possession of the pro- 1 
perty for a public park or child- i 
ren's pkiyground l)y filing an ans- 
wer in court denying that it has 
declined to accept Mrs. Irvine's 
btquest. ' 

As'^ffi^ Medical society ha? al-
